Local racing next week and the week succeed- 
ing will be over the Lakeside (Roby) track in- 
stead of the Sheffield track. The latter course 
was selected when the removal from Harlem 
was determined upon, but inspection showed 
that it would require much labor and money to 
place it in good condition for racing so the 
older track was substituted. 

J. W. Schorr and his crack jockey T. Burns 
got in from New York Sunday. His string of 
korses will arrive today. Mr. Schorr was at 
Lakeside yesterday arranging for stable room. 
He has a string of about twenty-five now in 
training, but will race only eight at the coming 
Lakeside meeting. They are Sea Robber, Macy, 
Siigo II, Cathedral, Jackanapes, Sea Lion and 
two maiden 2-year-olds. 

Mr. Schorr was not well pleased with his 
recent eastern trip, saying it was a very ex- 
pensive one. “In fact,” he remarked jokingly, 
“it cost me about $1.00 a minute.’' He claims 
the handicapper was hard on him and that 

^cy ard Algol were raced into staleness carry- 
ing top weights and trying to win. 

“It is a hard task,’’ he remarked, “to get 
one's share of the purses with handicap horses, 
and if you do not own stake animals, the best 
system is to get together useful selling platers, 
against which there is always a good price and 
you can carry the weight that best suits your 
horse. If I go east again the latter will be my 
system.’’ 

W. Overton, who showed himself to be the 
best 2-year-old in the west the past season, will 
be retired at once, and it is doubtful if he will 
be trained for the New Orleans Derby or any 
early stakes. He has had a hard summer’s 
campaign and goes into winter quarters in 
good condition and as sound as a dollar, thanks 
to Mr. Walker’s careful training and good 
handling. Walker’s work has been of A 1 order, 
and as with Burns, Mr. Schorr is well satisfied 
with him. The present outlook is that both 
will be with the stable next season. 

Jockey Rutter left last night for San Francis- 
co to ride for Sam Hildreth. This boy has 
improved wonderfully the past summer and can 
hold his own on the Coast. 

In the paddock at Sheffield Saturday next 
Clem Creveling will sell at public auction the 
entire string of James Ruddy; 

George Murphy of Mexico will race a stable 
at the coming Sheffield meeting.

Caviar, a colt by Fordham— Annie G, by Char- 
axus, breezed an eighth in 0 :1U.— The Thorough- 
bred Record. 

The first of the get of the imperial Ormonde 
ever offered for sale in this country will pass 
under the auctioneer’s hammer November 21, 
when W. O’B. McDonough’s yearlings will be 
sold at San Francisco. Five Ormonde fillies 
will be in the lot. They are from Geneva by 
Fonso; Bud, by Glenmore; Santa Cruz (dam of 
St. Cuthbert) by Double Cross ; Libbertiflibbet 
by Bullion and Muta by Wildidle. 

Briar Sweet, by all odds the best filly of the 
year, and probably the best racehorse in train- 
ing, bar Ben Holladay, will be shipped west 
some time during the week in company with 
the balance of the string trained by Walter 
Jennings. The horses will rest up at Sacra- 
mento. and w’ill later take part in the Cali- 
fornia winter meetings.— Morning Telegraph.

For what seemed like a suspicious ride on 
Shinfane at Latonia last week, jockey Morrison 
was suspended indefinitely, but on investiga- 
tion the judges have decided that the colt and 
not the rider was to blame, Morrison has 
accordingly been released from suspension. 

The Latonia judges announced Saturday that 
the protest of Scott Williams against the pay- 
ment of the purse won by Hub Prather to the 
latter’s owner, S. M. Henderson, had been de- 
nied, it being proved that Prather was trained 
by a licensed trainer. 

Mr. Sydney Paget has purchased the good 
mare Poetess from Mr. William Laimbeer. The 
price paid was $3,000. This is a notable addi- 
tion to a stable of horses which is the equal of 
any in the country. 

W. H. May & Son, owing to the fact that the 
Harlem meeting is not to be continued, have 
reconsidered their determination to ship J H C, 
Air Blast and the others of their string to Chi- 
cago. 

Talbot Bros, have shipped John Bright, Eber- 
hart and an unnamed two-year-old filly, which 
they had at Latonia, to their farm to be retired 
for the season.
